INSTANCE OF EXTREME OLD AGE. 

Nunio de Kugna, aged 370, was born 
in the kingdom of Bengal in India, in the 
year 1196, and died in 1566. 

Maffeus, who wrote the hiftory of the 
Indies, which has been always efteemed a 
model of veracity, and an elegant compo- 
fition, gives the following account, (Hift. 
Ind, lib, xi. cap. 4.) after having related 
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the death of the fultan of Cambaya, and 
the conquefl of his kingdom by the Portu- 
guefe. 

" They prefented," faid he, " at this 

time to the general, a man born among the 

ancient Gangards, now called Bengalers, 

who was three hundred and thirty-five years 

of age. There were various circumftances 

which tookfiom this account all fufpicion 

of falftiood. In the firft place his age was 

confirmed by univerfal tradition ? all the 

people averring, that the oldeft men in their 

infancy fpoke of this man's age with afto- 

nifhment ; and that he had then iiviag in 

his own houfe, a fon ninery years old. In 

the next place, his ignorance was fo great,. 

and he was fo abfolutely void of learning, 

that this removed all ground of doubt ; for,. 

by the ftrength of his memory, he was a 

kind of living chronicle, relating diftinc"Uy 

and exactly, whatever had happened in 

the compafs of his life, together with all 

the circumftances relating to it.. 

This wonderful man had often loft and 
renewed his teeth ; his hair, both on his 
head and beard, grew infenlibly grey, and 
then as inlenfibly turned black again. The 
firft age of his life he paffed in Idolatry ; 
but during the two laft centuries of his life, 

had regularly continued a Mahometan. 

The fultan had allowed him a penfion foi. 
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his fubfiftence, the continuance of which 
he begged from the general ; the fame mo- 
tive remaining which had induced the king 
of Cambaya to grant him a fubfiftence, that 
is to fay, his great age, and the extraordi- 
nary circumftances which had attended his 
life ; thefe prevailed on the general to grant 
his requeft." It may be very eafily concei- 
ved, that fo ftrange a ftory as the above, 
related by fo faithful a hillorian, mud have 
created many enquiries, and muft have 
either funk in the world, or, in confequence 
of thofe enquiries, received abundance of 
concurrent teftimonies. We fhall, there- 
fore, add fome farther remarkable particu- 
lars concerning this celebrated long liver, 
from another Portugueze writer, Ferdinard 
Lepoz de Caftegneda, who was hiflorio- 
grapher royal. 

He fays in his hiftory of Lufitania, lib. 
viii. " In the year 1536, Nunio de Kugna 
was then 340 years of age, and was prefent- 
cd to the viceroy of the Indies. He re- 
membered that he had feen the city in 
which he dwelt, then one of the moft po- 
pulous in the Indies, a very inconfiderable 
place. He had changed his hair, and re- 
covered his teeth four times, and when the 
Viceroy faw him his head and beard were 
black, but the hair weak and thin. He 
aliened in the courfe of his life, he had 700 
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wives, fome of whom died, and the reft 
he put away. 

" The king of Portugal caufed a ftricl: 
enquiry to be made into this rratter, and 
an annual account of the (tare of the old 
man's health to be brought him by the re- 
turn of the fleet from India. This long 
lived pcrfon was a native of the kingdom 
of Bengal, and died at the age of threehun- 
dred and feventy." 

Saint Patrick died in Ireland, about the 
year of our Lord 490, aged 122 years. — 
He was born in Wales, was educate ! and 
ordained in Gaul, and began the converlion 
of Ireland about the year 432, and laboured 
in it until his death, in which time hecon- 
ftituted 355 churches, and at each ordain- 
ed a fett of elders, with a bifhop at their 
head. See the account of his life at large 
in Nonnius, and alfo in Keating, page 372, 
348. — for extracts of which, fee the fermon 
of the Rev. Ezra Stiles, D. D. — L. L. D. 
preached at Hartford, before his Excellen- 
cy the Governor and the General Affembly 
of the State of Connecticut on the 8th of 
May, 1783. 

Thomas Parr, of Shroplhore, England, 
died November 16, 1635, aged 152 years. 
He lived in the reign of 10 kings — fome- 
time before his death he was Cent for to 
court, on account of his extraordinary age, 
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and was there handfomely provided for 
(being a man of narrow circumftances) but 
having been long accu (corned to a country 
life, the change foon effe&ed his death.

Wtftminlter Abbey — Thomas Parr of 
the county of Salop, born in 1483. He 
lived in the reign of 10 'Princes, viz.
